I herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  medical  aspect  of  the 
working  of  the  Port  of  Folkestone  for  1952. 

The  form  of  this  Annual  Report  has  been  revised  in  order  to  bring 
it  into  line  with  the  recently  revised  Public  Health  (Ships)  Regulations, 
1952,  and  to  include  additional  information  required  by  these  Regulations 
(Ministry  of  Health  Circular  33/52  and  Form  Port  20.) 

On  the  8th  October,  1952,  Dr.  H.  Yates  was  appointed  as  an  Assistant 
Medical  Inspector  of  Aliens,  and  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Georgette  Crosby 
took  effect  from  the  30th  January,  1952.

Station  platform.  This  is  a good,  bright  room  with  a partitioned-off 
annexe  containing  equipment  for  medical  examinations,  wash-hand  basin, 
etc.

The  aliens  arriving  to  take  up  employment  here  continue,  to  come 
mainly  from  Italy,  Switzerland , Austria,  Germany  and  France. 

There  has  been  a marked  fall  in  the  number  of  men  coming  to  take 
up  employment  in  1952  as  compared  with  1951;  this  is  due  to  the  falling 
off  in  the  number  of  coal  miners,  tinplate  workers,  brickyard  workers 
and  railway  workers  in  1952.  men  continue  to  arrive  for  technical  and 
professional  employment  with  firms  and  as  hotel  workers. 

The  women  are  mainly  domestics,  children's  nurses  and  governesses, 
student  nurses,  ward  orderlies,  textile  workers,  etc. 

Host  of  the  aliens  have  had  no  previous  examination  for  fitness  to 
take  up  employment  here  and  I still  consider  it  desirable  that  pre- 
liminary examinations  in  the  countries  of  origin  be  carried  out,  since 
in  the  time  available  to  the  Idsdical  Inspector  here  it  is  not  possible 
to  carry  out  comprehensive  medical  examinations  which  may  exclude  latent 
disease . 


Medical  Certificates  were  issued  in  respect  of  20  aliens  as  a 
result  of  medical  inspection  under  the  Aliens  Order;  some  of  these  were 
not  allowed  to  lend  on  medical  grounds  and  others  were  provisionally 
landed  for  further  examination  ashore. 


During  the  year  sixteen  patients  arriving  at  the  Harbour  (accident 
cases,  chronic  illness,  tuberculosis  and  mental  cases)  were  examined  to 
ensure  their  fitness  to  proceed  to  a pre-arranged  destination  in  England. 

A seaman  was  landed  from  a coastal  vessel  end  admitted  to  the 
Royal  Victoria  Hospital , Folkestone,  where  an  operation  for  appendicitis 
was  successfully  carried  out. 

On  the  iSth  February,  1952,  I attended  a Sessional  Meeting  of  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  in  London  when  a paper  on  "Port  Health  Control" 
was  read  by  Dr.  H.  Maurice  Williams , Medical  Officer  of  Health  end 
Port  Medical  Officer  of  Southampton.
